“Operation Grassroots was a bang-up 
success!” 

So wrote Don Horton, vice president 
of the Alabama Council AIA to Dan 
Cowling, regional director of the Gulf 
States Region AIA. 

In doing so, he no doubt echoed the 
sentiments of the Alabama representa- 
tives who attended from the four Chap- 
ters and the state Council. 

Held in St. Louis on January 30- 
February 1, “Operation Grassroots” 
was a new venture for the American 
Institute of Architects. It was one of 
three meetings held consecutively in the 
Eastern, Central, and Western U. S. 
States represented in the St. Louis 
meeting besides Alabama were Louisi- 
ana, Texas, Tennessee, Kentucky, In- 
diana, Illinois, and Minnesota. 

Main purpose of the two-day seminar 
was to acguaint new Chapter and State 
officers with what the Institute is doing 
in its many fields.

“Operation Grassroots” this year re- 
placed the traditional new Chapter 
presidents’ meeting in Washington, D. 
€ as well as the annual executive 

ctors' meeting. 

AIA national officers felt it was 
time to take the program to the local 
level for information, comment, and 
action, thus the name “Operation 
Grassroots.” 


The two day seminar provided a 
two-way forum on an Institute-Chap- 
ter-State relationship that would have 
been exceedingly more difficult on a 
national rather than regional basis, 


Due to the snow which paralyzed 
much of the eastern seaboard, AIA 
executive director William Scheick was 
unable to get out of Washington for 
the meeting. Genial Robert L. Durham, 
AIA vice president and Chairman of 
the Council of Commissioners, ably 
presided, doing an excellent job of pre- 
senting the various program components 
and simultaneously drawing out com- 
ments from attending architects. 


The weather lifted in time for snow- 
bound architects to head home on Feb- 
ruary 2, following a one-day meeting 
of the Gulf States Regional Executive 
Council which Dan Cowling had sched- 
uled immediately after the AIA seminar. 
Present at this session were representa- 
tives from Chapter and State organiza- 
tions in Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississip- 
pi, Tennessee, as well as Alabama. 

All seemed in agreement that the 
three days had provided fresh insight 
into problems which architecture as a 
profession faces in these fast-moving 
times. How well solutions are found will 
depend on what happens on the local 
level from here on out.

tecture and the Building Sciences 

is a non-profit, charitable and edu- 
cational foundation whose primary pur- 
pose is to aid and promote by financial 
assistance (and otherwise) the educa- 
tional and research programs for the 
Department of Architecture and Build- 
ing Technology at Auburn University. 

According to Lawrence Whitten, Bir- 
mingham architect and president of the 
Foundation, during the past several 
years it has operated on a rather small 
budget and provided only basic — 
though commendable—assistance. For 
example, in 1964-65 total contributions, 
including deposits from Alabama Chap- 
ters and individual firms and corpora- 
tions, were approximately $5,500. This, 
plus the previous year's balance of about 
$3,500 came to a balance of almost 
$9,000 for the year. Expenditures 
totaled approximately $5,000 for such 
things as loans, competitions, travel ex- 
penses, eguipment, ete. The balance of 
about $4,000 was carried over to the 
next fiscal year, Whitten said. 

During the past year, however, the 
members of the Foundation have en- 
deavored to re-activate its program with 
a completely fresh approach towards 
its goals and objectives. Significantly, 
the Foundation has enlarged its concept 
to include the Building Sciences so that 
representatives from contractors and 
builders in the state can participate in 
its programs. 

In establishing the financial goals 
toward the active support of the school, 
the Foundation has outlined areas need-

To maintain the above annual budget 
and the Foundation's overall objectives, 
the goal in the initial fund drive is 
$500,000, with a $25,000 goal each 
year thereafter. A capital investment of 
$350,000 would come from the initial 
$500,000, interest of which is allocated 
to increase the capital fund each year: 

Also from the initial fund drive, 
$100,000 is allocated for new eguip- 
ment expenditures, such as office eguip- 
ment, training and teaching aids, trans- 
poration eguipment, etc., plus $50,000 


for a new exhibition facility for the 
school. 

Membership in the Foundation is 
open to any individual approved by the 
Board of Directors. Members of the 
Board are divided into two categories— 
automatic and elected. 

Automatic members are William A. 
Speer, Dean of the School of Archi- 
tecture and the Arts at Auburn Univer- 
sity; Joseph B. Sarver, Jr., Director of 
University Development at Auburn; 
and J. B. Rawls, Executive Secretary of 
the Alabama Branch, Associated Gen- 
eral Contractors of America, Birming- 
ham, Ala. 

Elected members serve a three-year 
term. Currently they are: Al Northing- 
ton, Florence, Ala.; Tom P. Ollinger, 
Arch Winter, Ed Baumhauer, all of 
Mobile, Ala.; Nelson Smith, Charles 
Davis, Richard N. Hoar, Kenneth C. 
Coston and Lawrence Whitten, Birming- 
ham, Ala.; and Clyde Pearson, H. L. 
Holman and Moreland Smith, Mont- 
gomery, Ala. 


At the first meeting of the Ala- 
bama Council, AIA, for this year in 
Montgomery in January a report 
was presented on the Auburn 
Foundation for Architecture and 
the Building Sciences. As a result, 


all four Alabama AIA Chapters 
soon will be receiving reguests to 
work with the Foundation to raise 
additional funds for the school. 
Dean William A. Speer, Auburn Uni- 
versity, will help to coordinate the 
program with the Chapters.

According to A. Jackson Davis, past 
president of the Chapter and under 
whose administration the “War” was 
begun, the Chapter has completed 75 
per cent of the first of four phases of 
effort. They are, in order: AWARE- 
NESS, COMMITMENT, PLANNING 
and ACTION. 

Gene Burr, chairman of the com- 
mittee, in introducing a film “No Time 
for Ugliness” to a recent meeting of 
the Huntsville Jaycees, commented, 
“The next ten years may be the most 
critical decade in the history of our na- 
tion. We have suddenly awakened to 
the fact that the urban centers in which 
most of us live are badly congested, 
run-down, inefficient, ugly and general- 
ly unliveable. Beautification by flowers 
and plants will not cover our ugliness. 
We have very little time in which to 
reform and prepare for the future that 
is fast approaching.” 

The film “No Time for Ugliness” is 
now being kept busy through showings 
at various civic meetings in Huntsville, 
Florence and Decatur. 

The program outline—designed to 
"turn handicaps into advantages”— 
consists of 12 steps: 

1. Survey and record with photo- 
graphs good and bad examples in 
the community—both good and 
bad.
